A 
large audience was greatly intercste« 
in what he said, and felt amply re

“ Christ’s 
Method 
of 
Healing 
Today,” 
and at the close 
there 
will be prayer for healing 
Speaking last night. Dr. House said: 
“ Science tells us that we ought 
to live for tw«i hundred years. The 
bones were ma«le for four thousand 
years, the lungs for fifteen hundred 
years, 
the 
skin for nine hundred 
year, the stomach ami the heart for 
three liumlre«! years, the liver 
for 
four hundred years ami the kidneys 
for two hundred years. Man ought to 
live then for two hundred years*, the 
least life of any of the functions of 
the body. But man is living forty 
two and a hi• more years. 
This is an increase over what it 
was fifty years ago, but the increase 
has come from saving the babies to 
a greater degree and not older peo­ 
ple. If we live our birthright we must 
be more cleanly about ourselves, es- 
pecially tb«* feet and the teeth. The 
Imres of the feet are kept closed up 
more than we realize, and that keeps 
the poisons in, and rheumatism and 
gout come from such a neglect, of­ 
ten times. The teeth should he clean­ 
ed the first thing in the morning, so 
as to throw the germs out of the 
mouth that have collected there dur­ 
ing the night, about forty thousand 
of them. More can* about eating will 
help much.

Shelbvville, Ind., May 26.— Stories 
of the conduct «>f Clara Gibson Carl, 
alleged feminine blue beard, were fob! 
on the witness stand here today in 
Hie trial for murdering Frank Carl, 
her second husband. 
Mrs. Bessie Curry and her daugh­ 
ter Thelma of Kansas City told of 
how Airs. Carl had visited 
their 
rooming house while enroute to Hia­ 
watha, Kansas, to bury Frank Carl’s 
body. 
Herman, a brother of Frank, stay­ 
ed at the Currv rooming house and 
the woman had come there to see 
him. Mrs. Carl apologized, Mrs. Cur­ 
ry said, for not having rouge and 
powder on her face and because her 
hair was not in the usual stage of 
orderliness. 
During her fifteen minute visit the 
widow tohl of receiving $2,606 life 
insurance 
when Frank Carl died. 
She is sai«l to have mentioned 
the 
«laughter of Carl by a former mar­ 
riage 
and to have expressed fear 
that she might try to obtain some of 
the money. 
At the time of Frank’s sudden and 
fatal illness, Mrs. Currv said she 


was told by Mrs. Carl there 
were 
many gay 
parties 
in their home, 
some of whieh were beer parties. 
'fhe state centered its efforts 
in 
trying to prove Mrs. ("arl had poi­ 
soned Frank Carl and also tried to 
show she also poisoned Frank’s aged 
father and her first husband, Rob­ 
ert Gibson. 
The jury and judge could be killed 
with as much arsenic as was found 
in the intestines of her dead father- 
in-law, Alonzo Carl, according to \\. 
D. McAbee, a chemist. 
After testifying 
he 
had found 
27.75 grains of arsenic in the aged 
man’s body, McAbee told newspaper­ 
men : 
“ With 27.73 grains, the jury in this 
case could 
be 
kille«l 
and there 
would 
I k * enough left over for the 
judge.” 
McAbee’s testimony was one of the 
most 
damaging 
hits 
of 
evidence 
against 
the alleged feminine blue- 
beard. 
It had already been shown 
that 5.81 grains of arsenic had been 
found in the body of tlie woman’s 
second husband, Frank Carl and 
testimony to show that Robert Gib­ 
son, the first husband, had been poi­ 
soned, is expected to be introduced. 
Testimony has been obtained by 
the state thus far to show’ that Mrs. 
Carl was the only woman attending 
the two Carls prior to their death, 
except the doctor. 
Waldo C. Ging, prosecuting attor­ 
ney, is trying to bring out that Mrs. 
Carl killed the men to obtain what­ 
ever property they possessed beside 
the $2,666 life insurance she 
re­ 
ceived at Frank Carl’s death.

hut conclude the wish was father to 
the thought," he exclaimed. 


Llovd George then took up B rit­ 
ain’s position at 
Genoa. 
Having 
mobilized 
something 
like 9,500,0(11) 
men 
t«*r 
the war, he said 
Great 
Britain was entitled to have 
some­ 
thing to say when penes was estab­ 
lished. 


Neither Britain nor the world 
o f 
humanity is yet out of danger,” he 
said. 


“ There are perils near our coasts 
and inside the limits of our island,’’ 
Lloyd George declared. 
“ Therefore, 
we must continue in a spirit of co­ 
operation until the last of these per­ 
ils has vanished.”

instructive lecture-Jast night at the' 
Maiii Street Christian church, 
on 


"How to Get Health and Keep It." A 
large audience was greatly interested 
in what he said, and felt amply, re- 
paid for the endeavor to hear it. 
This afternoon the subject 
was 


changed to "Christ's Method of 
Healing Today," and at the close 
there ' will be prayer, ..for 
healing. 


Speaking'last night, Dr. House said: 


"Science tells .us that we ought 


to live for two hundred years. The 
bones were made for four thousand 
years, the -lungs fbr fifteen hundred 
years, • the 
skin for nine hundred 


year, the stomach and the heart for 
three hundred years, • the liver 
for 


four hundred years and. the kidneys 
for two hundred years. Man ought to 
live then for' two hundred years,, the 
least life of- any of the functions of 
the body. But man is living forty- 
two and a'bit more years. 


This is an increase over what it 


was fifty years ago, but the increase 
has come from saving the babies to 
a greater degree and not older .peo- 
ple. If we live our birthright we must 
be more cleanly about ourselves, es- 
pecially th'e feet and the teeth. The 
pores of the feet are kept closed up 
more than we realize, and that keeps 
the poisons in, and rheumatism and 
gout qome from such a neglect,, of- 
ten :times. The teeth should |>e-olean-' 
edthe-: first thing in the morning", so 
as to throw the germs out of the 
mouth that have collected there dur- 
ing the night, about fo"rty thousand 
of them.

March last, at prices lower

Knox; 44 to Plymouth; 1 (Range 
Line) to South Bend; 2 (Lincoln 
highway) through Elkliart to Goshen 
and about half way to Fort Wayne. 
The return was via 27 through War- 
saw, North Manchester and Silver 
Lake, thence to Peru and from. Peru 
to Indianapolis over the Range Line.

A recent, survey by the. United 


States Public Health Service reveal- 
ed that there are 10,000 or more 
children in Indiana 
seriously 
in 


need of hospital care. 
There are 


about 000,000 
children in Indiana 


under the age of twelve years, sta- 
tistics show. Children up to sixteen 
years of age may be admitted to the 
Riley hospital when it gets into oper- 
ation. 


With approximately 10,000 child- 


ren in Indiana in need of medical 
or surgical attention there is but one 
hospital with a ward exclusively for 
children. That is the Robert W. Long 
hospital, established in Indianapolis 
as a part of the Indiana University 
school of medicine. There are but 
twelve beds in its children's ward. 
Twelve beds when 10,000 children 
need a place where thev can have 
hospital attention. 


In private hospitals in the larger 


cities.' of the state there are but few- 
wards set apart exclusively for chil- 
dren. Any hospital, of course, will 
receive a child, because of illness or 
for an operation, but these young 
patients, it is pointed out, should 
receive specialized hospital care, the 
kind-that'only a hospital built es- 
pecially 
for the care of children 


can give. 


It is to fill such a need as this 


that,has prompted^the James Whit- 
comb Rilfty' Memorial Association to 
start, a-state-wide campaign for the 
raising of a $2,000,000 building fund 
for the Riley hospital. This hospital 
will not only care for the little chil- 
dren-of the state but also will stand 
forever as n glowing tribute to the 
memory of the beloved Hoosier poet 
who wrote so m'uch of the children. 


COAL PRICES AT MINES 
SHOWING AN INCREASE 


Despite Warnings by Secretary 
Hoo- 


ver, Some Grades Have Doubled 
and Others Go up 25 Percent 


NO 
REASONS FOR INCREASE 


(By United Presaj 


Washington, May 26.—All bitum- 


inous c'pal prices at mines through- 
out the country have jumped since 
the nation-wide mine strike 
began 


April 1, despite warnings of Secre- 
tary Hoover that there is no justi- 
fication for 'increases. 


Statistics of the national coal as- 


sociation, printed in' its magazine 
here today, showed that the prices 
of most grades of coal have been in- 
creased at the mines from 25 to 50 
per cent. The prices of a few grades 
have been doubled. , 


The increases are frankly admit- 


ted in the magazine, the Coal Review. 


Elimination of these increases by 


voluntary agreement is the main aim 
of the coal operators conference, 
which Secretary Hoover has called to 
meet here May 31. Should the op- 
erators fail to reach an agreement, 
it is probable some action to force 
prices down will be .taken by the fed- 
eral government. 


The bulk of the large increases are 


confined to the two eastern groups. 


'These increases are being reflected, 


to an even greater: extent to the 
consumer, officials here stated. 
To 


the price at the mine is added, sev- 
eral turnover charges with the re- 
sult that the ultimate consumer pays 
from $13 to $15 per ton, according 
to the locality. 


A greater number of robberies by
